Two incidents of actual firing

SUN FO AND WU THOUGHT 
TO HAVE LEFT. 


RUSSIAN SHIPS ARRIVAL, 


Of reliable news from Canton 
there is as great a paucity as 
usual to-day, although the usual 
crop of rumours are abroad, The 
latest ig: that Mr. Sun Fo and 


Dr. C. C. Wu have left Canton, 


but whether their supposed depar- 
ture is due to a rupture or to a 
“political mission” is not stated. 
It has-now been definitely estab- 
lished that the Russian ship which 
was observed outside British 
waters, making her way up to 
Canton, was the Simferopol, of 
the Russian Volunteer Fleet. Of 
her imminent arrival from 
Viadivostock the Hongkong 
authorities were apprised. It is 
under&tood that the ship carried 
arms and war matersal, and also 
Russian passengers, - i 
The Simferopol was at one time 
engaged in the China trade. Dur- 
ing the War she wag commandeer- 
ed by the British, Government, and 
under the Britigh flag ran between 
Bombay and Basra. Affer the 
war she was handed back, 
Kerogene Shortage. ~ 
The deck cargo of the Simfero- 
pol is understood to have been 
kerosene,. which coming under the 
embargo from Hongkong,: is 
apparently scarce in Canton, for 
another ship observed in British 
waters and ordered t6 report to 
the Harbour Master was the Tong 
Haing with « Russian captain and 
which had aboard 24,000 cases of 
kerogene for .Canton, alao 1,290 
tons of general cargo for the 
same sport. Everything being in 
order the ship waa allowed to 
proceed, The ca,-iin was a 
Russian, and the ahip had come 
from Shanghai. ;

Those figures are all approxim- 
ate figures and cannot be regard- 
ed ‘ag exact, This short review 
furnishes us with some basis for 
a forecast: of the future develop- 
ment of Education in China. 

(1). The future Education will 
undoubtedly.be supported by the 
Government, it will be democratic 
and should be practical. While 
Classical Education tends to. a 
timid» conservatism, Education 
with inspization has produced 
auch reformers as Moses, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, ‘Plato, Paul, Luther, 
Calvin, Knox, Bacon, Newton, 
Galileo, and Darwin,, and these 
men of strong personality have 
received their discipline at the 
great seats of learning. The 
hope of China’s future rests upon 
the adoption, gradually, of the 
opportunity of universal Educa- 
tion maintained partly at Govern- 
ment expense and partly by fees 
or Scholarships. The “fees aced 
only be very. small for . poor 
people, In England and America 
and in the Far East a great mis- 
take has been made. during the 
last fifty years of giving Educa- 
tion too cheaply. Too much has 
been given for nothing, conse- 
quently there has been lack of 
respect and loss of discipline. 
The Education in China above all 
things should be practical; it need 
not be compulsory. I would ad- 
vocate a system of part-time 
schools where a scholar who is 
doing work could attend for a 
short time daily. A prospective 
farmer should not be forced to 
spend the whole of his time 
within the four walls of a class- 
room. Ricsha coolies should not 
be forced to become cheap clerks, 
poor people.who sleep out of door 
under verandahs in the 
weather should not be compelled 
to sleep in stuffy cubicles for the 
good of their health. We should 
remember that people are - gen- 
erally much happier if they are 
left alone and not dragooned 80 
much. , :
